aicribable  to  the  a rnanoenhs  ot  Ti- 
mole.,  n  or  the  printer  ;  lources  of  er- 
ror to  vi  1  ii  h,  unt'ortnnattl  v  ,  all  gl  cat 
I  works  arc  l"ul>ject)  became  ih«  Ui  lyfi 
terns  are  raid  to  bt  rather  cramping 
i:pon  the  mind,  rather  bairen  than 
produtftive  of  reficAiot  i  I  will  ven 
lure  to  uil.i  i.i,  that  riniuieot)  lias  it  in 
his  manufcrrpt,  "  giving  place,"  or, 
•'  c, i "v  i » 1  j w  ''v  ,"  an<<  then  the  ineoning 
would  bejutt  andtroe.  lam  ihemoie 
coiifiiined  in  this  opinion,  by  the  fol- 
lowing feritence,  in  which  he  fays, 
*<  Two  mighty  re-volutions,  thiit  of 
France  and  America,  have  given  $rigia 
to  a  fydem  ot  thinking  tliat  aims  at 
the  complete  ex'.ei  minariun,"  «^c  — 
Now,  if  1  he  aft%ation  above  iiiCi.tion- 
ed  is  ma.'.e,  the  t  wo  leniences  will  be 
reconciled  ;  othcrwiie  ihey  afhgu  op- 
pofite  taufes  for  the  fame  effect.  But 
tlie  fentenccJs,  upon  tht  whole,  fo 
well  tm  ncd,  that  it  is  rather  hvper- 
trittcal  to  dwell  upon  this  hnall  ob- 
jection. 

|  Timoleon,  ih  the  follov  ir.g  fentcn- 
ces,  a  l\ifes  you  Eu  i  a'ionally  and  phi- 
lofophically  upon -the  lubjects  of  zeal 
and  intemperance,  that  he  cannot  fail 
to  make  the  molt  Jailing  impfeffion, 
and  to  pro  line  the  happielt  eliect. 
The  mrrchiefs  which  they  prodnre-are 
of  t  he"  hi  oft  pernicious  kind  ;  —  friend* 
are  lendeitd  enemies — the  harmony 
of  fociety  »s  deiti  o)  ed  — and  thole  who 
are  admouiined  by  their  connections 
and  lituatiou  In  liie,  their  age,  or  their 
fize,  to  he  at  peace,  engage  furioufly 
in  battle.  \>  ho,  for  example,  can 
have  beheld  the  effects  of  heat  and 
enihnfiafin  In  this  little  place,  without 
fympathy  and  regret — what  lends, 
•what  broils,  what  Herculean  combats, 
have  been  produced.  Let  any  one  re- 
coiled them  from  the  fii  il  to  tht  lajt, 
r.nd  he  will  fay  more  unfortunate 
breaches  of  friend fbip  could  not  have 
happened.  W  e 1]  might  1  imyleon, 
ifter  what 0*  had  ex  per  ienced,  p|  o- 
bably  felt,  lan.cnt  and  exclaim  that 
yov.wne  too  fond  of  rciinquifhiug 
deliberation,  and  having  recourfe  to 
means  Jels  m;lii. 

The  f.iccceekng  parnjM  .iph  contains 
much  ferious  and  utelul  matter.  He 
deplores  with  all  the  ardor  of  patri- 
otilni,  that  yon  Iboiiltl  have  lofl  iince 
the  commencement  of  the  revolurion 
in  France,  that  fobriety  and  rational- 
ity for  which  yon  were  diltingpi'lbcd 
previous  to  it;  and  that  you  ihould 
ilili  exprefa  that  affection  an  I  tfepfe 
good  wifbcS  which  you  avowed  for 
her  in  the  origin  of  her  political  re- 
generation, after  the  has  deviated. 
Irom  the  true  principles  of  republi- 
Canirbi.  I  know  thar  Come  of  you  my 
fellow  fi.izens,  will  r.ltirm  that  you 
areas  fober  and  rational  asyoucver 
vere.  I  bar,  altho' you  do  not  jti- 
tify  all  th»  meainres  of  the  t  rench 
gov  err.  ment  relative  to  our  country. 
5  mi  palliate,  y  tin  ezcufe  them,  becaufe 
of  the  uiiiVoiuliu't  of  our  own  govern.' 
men:.  That  the  conlt itntion  of  the 
French  is  more  republican  than  ours, 
fince  the  right  of  fuffrage  there  is  more 
cxtentively  ditfhfcd  than  it  is  iiere  ; 


and  ftnee  tiie  organization  of  the  cxe- 
cutive  department,  is  lels  dangerous 
to  liberty  than  ours,  becaufe  it  is  plu- 
ral—  becaufe  the  term  of  fervice  is 
Ihorter  —  and  becaufe  tiie  powers  con- 
fided to  it  are  not  to  enormous— and 
that,  finally,  the  whole  afpect  ot  the 
r'rench  conll itution  is  more  democra 
'ical  than  ours — that  in  the  adminif- 
tration  of  the  two  governments  theie 
is  not  rftuch  room  for  choice,  both  be- 
ing, perhaps,  equally  ccnfurable.  liut, 
my  fellow  citizens,  do  not  let  the  lpe- 
cioufnefsof  thefe  i  ealons  deceive  you  ; 
Timoleon  mull:  be  better  infouned 
than  you  are  ;  (his  piece,)  his  itile, 
his  realbning,  all  are  difphiys  ot  the 
moil  profound  genius,  and  of  the  belt 
infornu'tion.  he  aliens,  (you  mult 
know  that  there  are  i'onie  truths  lo 
fclf-evident  that  the  ailcrtioii  without 
'he  proof  of  them  is  futlicient)  that 
France  has  deviated  from  lepu'olicaii 
principles  j  and  to  di]bctit.vt  it  lo  Ocob. 
Jtuiatcty  incredulous. 

Timoleon  wilely  and  ju(l  \y  cautions 
you  againlt  a  let  of  revolutiunai  y  ;-!n- 
Iofppbers  who  have  Iprung  up,  ai:d 
whole  conitant  aim  it  lias  been,  to  in- 
flame your  minds,  to  detach  you  troin 
the  energetic  mtafures  ot  your  gov- 
ernment, and  to  place  in  jour  banns 
more  power  than  political  juitice  de- 
mands, or  lafcty  lequires.  isome  will 
object  againlt  this  pan  ot  the  para- 
gi  aph,  that  Timoleon,  addreiiing  h:in- 
lelftoyou,  is  too  inattentive  to  po- 
litenefs,  when  he  tells  \ou  that  yo'u 
have  been  the  dupes  of  thefe  philofo. 
pheri  -tliat  )ou  have  fuifercd  jour- 
fehes  to  be  lead  av*ay  by  tiie  paihuns 
v.  h:ch  they  have  excited — and  that  it 
is  upfofe  IP  trull  you  with  as  much 
power  as  they  contend  for.  f  ui  thti, 
it  wiil  be  objedted,  that  when  he  teih 
j  an  tii  ir  you  have  loll  tiie  original  pu- 
lityofycu.-  motives,  he  gi  olsly  in- 
folti  jou.  Hut  tiiele  i'.ie  cipiious  ob- 
jections. amouglV  tlie  many  oihti 
good  qualities  ol  f  in.oleon,  candcr  i* 
nor  the  leal!:  cnm'j-.icuousi  he  delpifiss 
Hattery  and  viiiiiniulation,  and  boictly 
(peaks  the  language  of  truth.  That 
he  is  right,  mult  be  aclmitti  d  by  every 
one  who  will  feriotilly  reflect  :  For, 
havcyot:  not  departed  from  the  origi- 
nal puriiy  of  your  motives?  In  1776 
you  fought  againll  the  tyiannyof  Bri- 
tain apd  for  liberty  ;  an»l  now  you  ai  e 
unwilling  to  fight  for  Bi  Itaia  and  John 
.^d.ims.  Jn  1776  you  idught  for  the 
right  of  raifing  your  money  as  you 
pleafed,  and  now  you  are  againlt  John 
.iddfiis's  1  ailing  it  for  you.  In  1776 
you  (ought,  in  piiucipie,  againlt  the 
parliament's  impeding  fedition  bills 
upon  you,  if  now  that  your  oiun  repre- 
fentatives  have  di  ne  ir,  you  murmur. 
In  1776  you  complained  that  yoo  were 
tfanfported  beyond  f«Hi  and  tried  by 
juries  not  compofed  of  your  peeis,  simi 
now  tliat  your  own  eongrefs  (and 
w  hatever  a  man  does  by  his  leprefenr- ; 
aiive,  he  does  hiinfelt )  have  .leterm- 
ined  tiiatciiiMin  peif..iu  <h«U  noc.be 
tried  on  this  nor  tiie  other  fide.ot  the 
Atlantic,  byjuiies,  you  are  raving, 
m  17/6  you  fought  tor  the  right  of 
(peaking  apd  pubiiihing  your  Icnti- 
menu  aj  you  pleafed,  and  now  that 
eongrefs  has  determined  that  it  is  ex- 
pedient for  yon  to  give  up  this  right, 
or  to  fufpend  the  exercilie  of  it,  111- 
ftead  of  (ubmitting  like  good  citizens, 
vou  leeni  determined  to  make  gi  eater 
tile  of  your  tongues  and  pe?is  than  ev- 
er. 1  b«fe  alone,  independent  of  ma- 
ny other  proofs  which  might  have 
been  adduced  manifeflly  lhew,  what 
i  imoleon  ailerts,  that  there  is  a  <le- 
p  avity,  a  departuie  from  original pu- 
1  ity  of  motive. 

Timoleon  proceeds  to  make  fome 
obfcrvaiions  upon  the  lubjet't  ofgov- 
oi  iiinent,  in  which  he  difcovers  much  j 
refearch,  ami  much  acquaintance  with 
human  nature.  He  ihews  with  great 
peripicuity,  how  inadequate  a  Ua;e  ot  ^ 


nature  is  to  the  fecurity  and  preferva- 
tion  of  happintfs;  and  then  points  out, 
with  judgment,  the  advantages  which 
attenu  a  iock.1  connection.  1  Pat,  in 
iheliilt  place,  it  provides  us  with  a 
known  and  ellabliined  law  ;  in  the  fe- 
cund place,  "another  want  which  the 
Hate  of  nature  cannot  ojjord,"  is  an 
impartial  judge  ;  ami  thirdly,  an  im- 
partial power  to  execute  the  lenience 
of  the  judge.  Although  I  cannot  here 
applaud  '1  imoleon  for  averting  anew 
truth,  it  is  clear  that  ha  is  light  ;  lor 
government  mult,  as  he  ihews  be  ne- 
tellary.  Having  eltabliihed  this  poli- 
tion,  which  with  many  might  have 
been  befoi  e  dubioti3,  'J  imoleon  next 
piccteds,  "vhtn  any  body  of  men 
agiee  to  abandon  the  ilate  of  nature, 
and  to  connect  themfelves  in  focial  u- 
niou,  they  become  a  body  politic, 
w herein  a  majority  have  a  ttghc  to 
act  !"  This  eomjBOa  ty  being  eltab 
lillied,  it  gives  1  he  power  to  this  body 
politic,  to  aCr  as  one  boily,  &c.  Here 
a o a i  1 1  liave  I  to  regret  the  cat  elelliiefs 
or  FJm«  Icon's  Hmanuepfil  or  it  t  pi  in 
ter.  There  is  a  want  of  fciife  and 
meaning  in  this  fenience,  whivli  evi- 
dently liicw  that  it  is  not  a  pure  ema- 
nation Irom  the  pen  of  Timoleon.  It 
would  be  a  iiradgfl  (pec'tacle  indeed, 
to  (ee  a  body  of  men  tormally  delega- 
ting to  themfilves  power  which  they 
already  polMs.  Alter  fnewing  the 
origin  ot  the  body  politic,  he  fays  this 
cominuniiy,  ( tody  politir)  gires  pow- 
er to  this  i.o(i v,  (that  is  if  it  has  any 
meaning,  this  body  politic  ^tves  pow- 
t-r  to  this  Uoay  pcliiic)  to  act  as  one 
body,  ,vc.  This  body  mnft  neceflari- 
ly  move  one  way,  (ays  Trmoleon— a 
duty  wliich  we  had  before  been  taught 
by  the  (edition  bill  and  the  pre.'ident, 
but  which  lie  renders  more  apparent. 
It  is  a  mi«forti*ne  that  there  are  ob- 
ligate mir.i.'s  which  will  not  yield  to 
the  mail  dates  ot  authority.  Whate- 
ver is,  iarijilit,  lavs  that  philofophcr, 
(the  predecetfbt  of  Timoleon)  Icpf, 
a«:ii  as  tht  fedifion  bit]  cxilts  it  mult 
be  r'gbt. 

Tin  olecii,  through  the  remaining 
part  ot  this  paragraph  is  proving  the 
principle,  that  the  majority  mult  go- 
vern, which  was  as  cpielllonable  as 
whether  a  government  ought  to  exilt. 

Hitherto  we  have  fecn  1  iinoifr.n  in 
the  introduction  only,  to  the  fubject 
upon  whicti  his  able  pen  was  to  be  em- 
ployed ;  we  tviall  regard  him  in  the 
remainder  of  his  compofition,  in  the 
execution  of  his  de/ign.  He  commen- 
ces by  deploring  the  fad  effec'ts  of  that 
anarchical  in'nir,  which  has  been  fo 
prominently  exhibited  in  this  country. 
He  traces  the  origin  of  this  fpirit,  and 
aliigns  for  its  caules,  the  infiaence  of 
FrajBch  politics— an  influence  which 
Utopian  philosophers  have  exerted 
themfelves  to  inrrcal'c  a  ami  a  want  of 
difcriiuinatii.il  between  ike  canfe  of 
the  French  revolution,  and  the  courfe 
which  has  been  tardy  given  to  it  ;  and 
to  your  being  |» the  dupes  of  French 
principles,  v.  hich  have  been  unthank- 
tully  received  and  as  unwifely  recrim- 
inated on  you."  To  fome  or  all  of 
thefe  caufts,  no  doubt  this  BpfortR" 
nate  fpirit  is  attributable.  No  where 
has  anarchy  been  fo  boid  and  daring 
as  in  tins  country.  She  ha>  here  rifen 
in  oppohuonro  law,  and  loudly  pro- 
claimed her  dilloyalty.—  You,  my  fel- 
low citizens,  have  been  dilobedient  to 
the  will  of  your  rulers  ;  you  have  af- 
feinbled  without  legal  warning  to 
meet  .  and  you  have  entered  into  re- 
folutions  of  tlie-nioll  feditious  and  in - 
dainatory  nature  ;  you  have  had 
tlie  infolence  to  oppofe  the  conftruc- 
tion  of  liit-  conllituiion,  by  high  au- 
thority, your  own  eapoiltion  of  ft, 
uninformed  and  unenlightened  as  you 
are-,  you  have  ipoken  to  your  01  alters 
in  language  which  ihould  be  addrefied 
only  to  fei -vants  ;  you  have  been  upon 
the  ver^e  of  rebellion  itlelf.  X>lpt 


content  with  your  own  diflDyaltyj 
riot  latiklied  with  ltirring  u|>  againlt 
govcinment,  your  own  fellow  lub- 
jects, you  have  even  dared  to  fympa- 
thize,  to  rejoice  in  the  rebellion  of  a 
large  portion  of  the  lubjects  of  George 
the  third,  an  ally  ot  John  Adams. 
You  have  faid  to  the  him  nation,  be 
united,  firm  and  perfeverinj:  |  brfctfc 
the  letters  of  }  our  mertllefs  defpots  ; 
be  animated  by  our  example,  which 
lhewedthe  World  what  wonders  liber- 
ty can  ellce't  ;  and  remember  that 
there  is  but  one  alternative,  Liberty 
or  Death.  IVJoie  convincing  pi  cots 
could  not  be  itquircd  of  the  anar- 
chichal  fpirit  w  hich  Timoleon  afti  ibea 
to  you. 

'i  Imoleon  renews  to  yon  a  warning, 
which  has  been  repeatedly  given,  and 
as  incetiantly  neglected  ;  It  is,  to  be- 
waie  ol  empirical  demagogue*,  ai  d 
ambitious  and  delignlng  men.  '{  btffd 
are  th;y  who  oppoia  govej nlnent  ;— - 
they  have,  he  ttlis  you, fled  from  their* 
native  country,  on  accent  of  their* 
ciin.es,  or  becaufe  their  ambition  has 
been  diUppoinu Hi,  or  their  hopes 
blalied.  Fe,e  r«  BhOrher  remarkablo 
mftaneeof  Tlmbleon's  eandof.  Ad- 
dieffii.g  the  people  o(  Kchtueky-a 
people  who  haM;  been  almoft  unani- 
mous in  their  Oppofttion  to  the  me  a- 
fures  Pf  admifiiH ration,  he  fells  them 
that  their  opporkoin  is  the  refult  of 
hnifter  mt;weS- -that  they  have  fled 
from  1  heir  own  country  00  account  of 
their  infamy,  and  rbr.r  they  are  an*i- 
tMW  to  oveittirn  the  governn.cnt.  in. 
order  to  gietify  their  malevolent  and 
mterefted  defigns.  7  imoleon  is  doc 
lingular  in  this  reproach.  It  has  been 
before  in Gn Dated  by  ma,,v  of  the 
friend!  of  adminiflration,  who  have 
faid  that  the  democrat*  wi/h  to  eflec'C 
a  revolution,  or  to  turn  the  prefenc 
officers  of  gover;in.cnt  out,  in  order 
that  they  may  fupply  themfelves 
with  places,  linecurcs  and  falaiics. 
Timoleon 's  metitkiin  the  f rant  ne  fa 
,  and  dire  ct  manper  in  which  he  makes 
the  charge.  In  proof  of  his  atiertion. 
that  it  is  only  men  of  blaitad  hopes 
and  ruined  fortunes,  who  arc  continu- 
ally braying  againft  government,  wo 
need  only  calt  our  eves  around  us— 
let  ns  take,  as  an  example,  Lexington. 
Here  we  (ball  find  that  all  the  wealth 
and  refpectability  of  the  place  are  en- 
lifted  under  the  ltandard  of  fupport 
to  adniiriiftratioh  ;  and  under  oppofi. 
tion  we  fliall  find  all  that  are  licenti- 
ous, diflipated,  vile  and  immoral.  If 
vre  take  a  more  comprehenfive  view* 
we  (hall  fee  from  Jo.  Thomas  down  to 
the  ob/curefl  friend  to  adminilt  ration, 
the  molt  perfec't  probity,  fobriety  Pnd 
morality.  In  their  deportment,  the 
friendl  of  government  are  orderly, 
regular  and  unexceptionable  -  while 
their  opponents  are  diforderly,  irre- 
gular and  abaneloncd.  The  objtcl  of 
thefe  democrats  to  efFeJt  a  re. oini im, 
or  a  change  of  officers,  has  been  long 
obvious  to  the  decerning  mind.  They 
endeavor  to  evade  by  a  fophifm.  Th;y 
retoit  upon  the  friends  of  govern- 
ment, who  can  have  nothing  but  the 
pur  ell  motives  for  their  opinions,  that 
they  arc  the  perfor.s  in  puituit  ol  of- 
fice, Iblary  and  finecurc,  and  to  ac- 
compblh  their  PbjeA,  they  fry  that 
they  are  clainorotis  in  flippofl  ot  gov. 
ernmehti  that  they  are  loud  in  their 
approbation  of  John  A  dame's  conduct  ; 
that,  w  hen  intuited,  they  elcmanfl  b>$ 
protection  ;  threaten  to  banilh  them, 
dives  from  the  country,  onleG  the 
armrof  government  embrace  them  ; 
and  that  every  worm  cf  them  w  hen 
trodden  upon,  turns  tip  and  thanks  the 
facrftigioua  democrat  for  f  vc  u  r i  n  g  bias 
an  ofiTce.  Thus  thefe  sftfnl  demo* 
crats.  ffiift  from  themfelves  the  beit 
directed  and  heft  fupported  accufari- 
ons.  I  hey  fay  further,  that  if  perlon- 
al  aggrandizement  was  their  object, 
tLe  fu;ell  way  would  be  to  follow  th« 


r.tample  of  the  federalifts,  and  cry  up 
^rthe  adininiltration  too;  that  this 
voui  I  be  much  eaficr  than  to  encoun- 
ter the  difficulties  or*  a  revolution,  or 
a  ch  inge  of  olficei  s.  But,  my  fellow 
citizens,  do  not  fufler  yourfelves  to  be 
milled  by  their  artifice.  Conftantly  in 
the  babit  of  deceiving,  accullomed  to 
the  arts  of  fubtilty  and  caluinuy,  their 
mouths  always  full  of  high  founding 
words,  fuch  as  the  fovereignty  of  the 
people  (which  Timoleon  jultly  ob- 
ferves  can  never  be  embraced  by  piac- 
tice )  liberty  and  the  freedom  of  the 
prefs,  unlets  we  are  conftantly  upon 
our  guard,  we  are  in  danger  of  being 
leadalhay.  That  their  manner  isot- 
ten>  fpecious  is  undeniable  ;  but  by 
proper  reflection  and  caution,  the  dif- 
cerning  will  be  ealily  able  to  detect 
them. 

Timoleon  continues,  through  the 
remainder  of  his  piece,  to  give  you 
fume  of  the  moft  wboicfoine  and  juft 
advice.  He  guards  you  againlt  that 
fictions  equality  which  is  incapable  of 
exiltence.  He  patriotically  regrets  the 
direful  eifeCts  of  dif-union,  the  refult 
of  that  anarchy  upon  which  he  had 
before  lb  fenlibly  commented;  and 
his  piece  is  concluded  vviih  a  fentence 
of  t hat  grace  and  dignity,  which  Blair 
lays  are  fu  much  to  be  defired.  He 
leaves  his  reuJers  to  mule  upon  tiie 
caufes  of  the  unparalleled  fuccefs  of  a 
nation,  beneath  which  religion,  moral- 
ity and  faith  have  fallen,  and  which 
exhibits  a  melancholy  picture  of  Jolt 
honor  and  fplentlid  vk'tory,  at  the 
fame  time  that  ike  is  groaning  umler 
the  accumulated  weight  ol  her  own 
infamy;  and  to  enquire  how  it  has 
happened  that  fuch  a  nation,  in  all 
her  operations,  is  fortunate,  to  theaf- 
tonifhment  of  the  world  anil  beyond 
example,  and  why  the  wrath  of  of- 
fenJed  heaven  has  not  fallen  on  her. 

Upon  the  whole,  few  pieces  of  great- 
er merit  than  Fimoleon's  are  believ- 
ed ro  have  made  their  appearance  any 
■where.  It  is  ardently  to  be  hoped  that 
a  premature  death  will  not  deprive 
us  of  him,  as  it  did  Piiocion,  a  writer 
who  poilefled  fome  of  his  merit.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  he  will  purfue  the 
great  talk,  for  which  he  feems  defin- 
ed by  nature  and  talents— that  of  en- 
lightening your  minds  upon  the  fci- 
ence  of  government,  a  fubject  in  which 
your  happinefs  is  fo  greatly  involved  ; 
and  of  bringing  a  great  nation,  wean- 
ed from  her  government,  back  to  im- 
bibe, from  John  Adams,  the  unadul- 
terated ftream  ol  i  epublicanifm.

AN    AD  DRESS 
to  the  people  of  kentucky. 

Fellow-Citizens: 

IT  has  been  ohferved  in  a  former 
number  of  this  addrefs,  that  the  influ- 
ence of  French  politicsin  our  country 
lias  had  the  molt  unfavorable  operati- 
on on  our  national  concerns.  In  pur 
fuance  of  the  plan  which  has  been  laid 
down,  it  will  nut  be  unnecelfary  to  en- 
quire into  the  degree  of  ellimation,  in 
which  the  meafures  and  character  of 
th  ic  nation  lliotild  be  held,  by  a  peo- 
ple whom  the  enjoyment  of  liberty 
ought  to  make  Superior  to  prejudice, 
and  too  enlightened  to  beimpofed  on. 
In  this  illucidation  the  event  of  tfce 
qnedion  will  be  discovered,  O  bet  her 
the  pople  of  America  have  been  right 
in  accompanying  thefucceflesot  France 
beyond  the  period  at  which  die  Itrove 
for  the  eftablilhment  of  civil  liberty, 
through  all  that  variety  of  intrigue 
and  lieeatioafnefs,  which  has  been  fre- 
quently proclaimed,  as  conllituting 
the  Utopia  ol  modern  days. 

The  degree  of  e  it  i  mat  ion  which 
ought  to  be  entertained  for  the  mea- 
fures which  the  French  firft  embraced, 
to  throw  off  the  (hackles  of  dcfpoiifm, 
will  naturally  be  felt  by  every  nation 
an(i  ,  individual,  who  are  capable  of 
thinking  and  feeling  in  the  caufe  of 
humanity.  There  was  no  difficulty  in 
determining  which  way  the  human 
heart  ihould  lean,  when  the  revoluti- 
on in  France  broke  out,  and  opened 
to  tiie  view  a  fet  of  new  principles 
which  contemplated  the  downfall  of 
defpotii'm,  and  the  ellablifliment  of 
civil  liberty.  I'Lilofophy  rejoiced  in 
the  triumph  which  had  been  gained 
over  prejudice,  and  held  in  profpect 
the  happy  period  when  univei  fal  free- 
dom Ihould  be  the  portion  of  man- 
kind. Ic  was  very  natural,  therefore, 
for  the  people  of  the  United  Mates  to 
j^in  in  expreliing  their  approbation  of 
a  caufe  which  they  felt  as  their  own, 
and  as  the  caufe  of  human  nature,  it 


reflected  an  encomium  upon  their  wif- 
dom,  their  humanity  and  their  jultice, 
which  could  only  have  flowed  from 
that  fource  of  virtue  and  information 
which  the  eltabliihmeut  of  republican- 
ifin  had  given  origin  to. 

Butwhilll  thefe  principles  demand- 
ed from  the  American  people,  in  par- 
ticular, and  the  whole  race  of  man- 
kind in  general,  their  united  appro- 
bation to  the  firft  meafuies  which 
France  adopted  to  fecure  her  rights, 
it  was  an  important  object,  which  all 
thefe  principles  equally  demanded, 
that  a  difecimination  Ihould  be  made 
between  thofe  meafures  which  fhe 
purfued  to  gratify  the  impulfe  of  am- 
bition, and  thofe  which  were  dictated 
by  reafon,  by  policy  and  by  necellity. 
Had  this  prudent  diltinCtion  been 
made,  which  was,  indeed,  the  bulinefs 
of  reflection,  that  turbulent  fpirit  of 
party,  which  French  politics  have  ere- 
I  ated,  would  never  have  raged  in  our 
1  country — America  might  at  this  day 
have  been  neutral  in  her  affections, 
enjoying  the  calm  of  national  happi- 
nefs, and  capable  of  caltingan  impar- 
tial eye  over  the  agitated  fcenes  of 
Europe,  without  dreading  the  (torin 
that  raged  at  a  diltanee.  A  contrary 
conduct,  however,  marked  a  confider- 
able  portion  of  the  people  of  thefe 
United  States  ;  which,  1  believe,  was 
more  the  refult  of  a  delire  to  overlook 
the  unwarrantable  proceedings  of  the 
French  nation,  from  an  idea  that  li- 
berty was  their  grand  object,  than 
from  any  wifh  to  encourage  Inch  prin- 
ciples, as  might  involve  the  happinefs 
of  their  own  country  in  the  fortunes 
of  that  nation — Still  the  impolicy  of 
the  ineafure  exilted,  with  fuflicient 
evidence  of  its  being  fo,  to  prove  what 
experience  has  fully  confirmed. 

The  particular  period,  at  which  po- 
licy required  the  American  people  to 
become  unanimous  in  fentiinent  upon 
the  fubject  of  French  operations,  was 
that  which  difcovered  to  the  world, 
that  France  was  more  delirous  of  mak- 
ing advantage  of  her  potojr  to  anfwer 
the  purpofes  of  an  undue  ambition, 
than  to  eltablifh  the  principles  of  li- 
berty upon  the  foundation  of  republi- 
can virtue.  Her  meafui  es,  her  inhu- 
man executions,  and  her  fpirit  for  con- 
quell,  which  have  been  fanctioned 
from  necellity  by  the  unthinking  part 
of  our  citizens,  Ihould  have  been  con- 
demned as  ii, confident  with  the  fpirit 
of  republicanifm  and  thofe  profelhons 
which  niai  ked  her  conduct  at  the  com  . 

menrement  of  the  revolution  With 

refpeel  to  her  malfacres  and  the  execu- 
tions which  fheoifered  up  at  thefhrine 
of"  her  refentmenc,  I  can  hardly  fup- 
pofe  that  the  lituation  of  any  people 
can  be  fo  far  deranged  as  to  render 
them  neccllary  or  politic  upon  any 
(core.  The  belt  and  only  apology 
which  can  be  offered  for  thefe  enor- 
mities may  flow  from  that  eiuhiniafm 
which  is  apt  to  feize  the  minds  of  a 
people  relinguilhing  the  (late  of  (lave- 
ry  tor  the  (late  of  freedom.  But  can 
ic  be  fuppofed  that  this  principle  is  a- 
lone  to  excufe  them,  when  time  and  de- 
liberation were  all  wichin  their  reach, 
and  when  the  power  of  uling  both, 
were  veiled  in  a  goverment  which  mil- 
lions had  fworn  to  fupport  I  fo  far 
from  the  milder  dictates  of  reafon, 
being  exerted  to  difappoint  thefe  dan- 
gerous and  inhuman  proceedings,  the 
government  of  France  foon  after  its  cf- 
tabliihrnenr,  winked,  at  them  in  many 
infunces  with  refpect  .  o  mailacres  and 
allalhnation,  and  proceeded  with  deli 
berate  coflnefs  to  guillotine  unoffend- 
ing choufaiuls.not  through  the  humane 
formalities  of  a  trial  and  conviction, 
but  by  a  fentence  founded  in  tyranny, 
and  incxcufable  in  any  fituation  of  a 
country.—  The  ravage  and  unexam- 
pled barbarity,  which  this  cruel  nati- 
on has  brought  to  the  view  of  the 
wo:  Id,  is  not  more  forcibly  evinced  in 
any  fingle  tranfaction,  than  in  the  ex- 
fCDlion  tf  their  king  — In  this  mame- 
l  il  ul.'.i;  ,  it  appears  to  have  acted  as 
if  the  mind,  discarding  every  obliga- 
tion mod  (acred  in  the  light  of  God 
and  man,  had  wound  itfelf  up  to  a 
I'uolime  pitch  of  cruelty,  inconfiltent 
with  itfelf,  in  yielding  to  a  decree 
which  doomed  his  life  to  an  untimely 
lacriiice,  and  his  remains  to  the  difli- 
pating  winds.  This  tranfaction  is  ad- 
duced as  a  folitary  inllance,  fuflicienc- 
ly  eloquent  to  exprefs  the  character 
and  difpofition  of  this  people.  Innu- 
merable others  of  equal  magnitude  in 
cruelty  and  injufticc,  exhibit  them- 
felves  in  the  progrefs  of  the  revoluti- 
on, marked  over  with  the  blood  of 
tyranny,  1  eprefentative  of  the  expir- 
ing virtue  of  the  nation  When  thefe 

tranfaction  became  apparent  to  the 
woild,  ii  did  not  become  a  diliiculty 


r>n  the  part  of  the  people  of  America, 
to  determine  how  far  they  Ihould  ap- 
prove, or  how  far  condemn  fuch  nn- 
jullifiable  conduct  in  the  French  nati- 
>n.  The  injultice  of  thefe  proceed- 
ings exhibited  themfelves  in  fuch  glar- 
ing colors,  that  it  is  difficult  to  find 
reafons  fufliciently  forcible,  why  it 
ditl  not  produce  fuch  unanimity  ol 
fentiinent  on  the  fubject  in  America, 
as  to  have  precluded  that  immediate 
party  fpirit,  which  appears  to  have 
fprung  up  from  the  tranfactions  in 
France.  So  far  from  this  being  the 
cafe,  there  was  found  a  party  who  was 
willing  to  w  ink  at  any  enormity  which 
that  nation  wasguilty  of,  and  another 
fufliciently  wife  and  difpaifionate  to 
approve  only  luch  meafures  as  were 
fanctioned  by  jultice,  and  congenial 
to  the  republican  fpirit.— 1  bus  we 
difcover  the  beginning  of  a  faction, 
which  in  remoter  times,  was  to  extend 
its  influence  over  America,  and  lead 
to  a  rupture  with  that  government, 
which  has  been  difcovered  too  incor- 
ruptible to  approve,  with  the  French 
Jaftio/i,  of  all  the  meafures  which 
France  has  thought  proper  to  blacken 
her  character  w  ith. 

But  the  inhuman  tranfactions  I  have 
mentioned,  are  perhaps,  among  the 
lealt  of  thofe  meafures  purfued  by 
France,  an  indiscriminate  approbation 
of  which,  by  a  confiderable  portion  of 
our  citizens,  lias  given  rife  to  the  pre- 
fent  difunion  in  fentiinent  on  the  fub- 
ject of  their  affairs.  They  were  ol 
fuflicient  magnitude,  however,  to  have 
excited  our  fufpicions,  as  to  the  virtue 
and  intentions  of  the  government,  in 
whofe  hands  the  power  of  controuling 
within  due  bounds,  the  evils  Which 
exiflcd,  wr.s  certainly  lodged.  But 
what  line  of  duty,  what  train  of  think- 
ing  was  fuggeited  to  the  people  of 
America,  by  policy,  by  humanity  and 
by  lattice?  when  France,  in  the  face 
of  the  world,  broke  that  folemu  oath 
which  declared,  '  that  o/iquell  -was  riot 
her  objett,'  and  embraced  a  fy  ft  em  of 
operation,  which  has  delnged  the 
plains  of  Europe  with  blood  and  cue 
off  millions  from  the  earth  as  the  ex- 
piatory victims  of  her  pride  and  am- 
bition ?  Could  necellity  have  dictated 
a  plan,  which  carried  her  arms  beyond 
her  own  borders  to  invade  the  terri- 
tories of  the  Germans,  the  Hollanders 
and  Italians?  Could  policy  have  fug- 
gefled  a  ineafure  which  in  its  conle- 
quences  mull  neceflarily  involve  the 
profperity  of  France  itfelf  and  open  a 
fcene  of  action  where  every  moral 
and  political  obligation  mult  be  bro- 
ken ?  Or  could  thefe  unjuflifiahle  pro- 
ceedings have  been  recommended  bv 
that  republican  fpirit,  which  the  11a- 
tion  had  adopted  to  bring  about  a  re- 
volution  for  the  righteous  intention 
of  eltablifhing  their  vmu  liberty  !  With 
refpect  to  the  firlt,  the  refburccs  and 
power  which  Fiance  has  always  en- 
jtyed  to  defend  itfelf  from  foreign 
encroachment,  and  to  carry  on  a  de- 
fenfive  war,  is  too  well  eltaulilhed  to 
have  rendered  her  foreign  operations 
neccllary.  '1  his  necellity  to  carry  on 
her  conquefls  abroad,  could  only  have 
refulted  from  the  eftablifhment  of  the 
principle,  that  the  furrounding  coun- 
tries which  carried  on  war  againlt 
her,  muft  neceliarily  be  revolutioni- 
zed to  enfure  fafety  to  that  fpirit  of 
liberty  which  France  had  entertained 
herfclf.  But  the  extenfton  of  this 
principle,  fuppofes  the  necellity  that 
all  thofe  forms  of  government  which 
differs  from  the  one  which  the  French 
nation  had  embraced,  mult  alfo  be 
changed,  and  made  fimilar  to  her  own 
before  peace  and  fecurity  could  be  ef- 
tabliihed  on  the  part  of  the  nation  at- 
tempting to  effect  the  change.— 
The  abfurdity  of  this  idea,  mult  be 
apparent,  when  it  is  confldered,  that 
it  every  Separate  nation  is  not  ade- 
quate to  the  defence  of  their  ow  n  <ro- 
vernmenc,  it  is  no:  in  the  plan  hfelf 
under  which  they  live,  that  they  can 
expert  fecurity  from  encroachment, 
but  from  the  internal  ftrength  of  the 
nation  itfelf.  France  in  a  revolution- 
ized condition,  has  as  much  to  fear 
from  the  ambition,  the  intrigue,  and 
power  of  the  countries  fhe  has  made 
republics,  as  fhe  had  prior  to  their 
change  from  monarchy  or  ariltocra- 
cy :  and  the  only  method  that  lhe 
could  have  taken  to  have  deftioyed 
this  danger,  was  to  fubjugate  them  to 
her  own  power;  a  plan,  which  fhe 
appears  in  reality  to  have  adopted, 
with  every  country  which  (he  has  con- 
quered. Thus  power  has  prefcribed 
limits  to  neceipty,  and  carried  the 
French  nation  on  to  a  fyllem  of  nfur- 
pation,  which  ncc.-fity  never  demand- 
ed.

I  am  confident  in  believing,  however 
thai  the  genuine  intt  relt  cf  France, 
deeply  as  the  nation  was  involved  in 
a  fituation  of  the  mod  ferious  iivpor- 
ance,  at  the  time  fhe  planned  her  fo 
reign  operations,  fuggeftfcd  nothing 
more  than  the  finned  adherence  to 
thofe  principles  which  were  dictated 
by  the  fpirit  of  republican  viitue.— • 
1  his  fuggeited  the  propiieiy  of  a  de 
fenlive  war,  «  hich  Ihould  only  extei.d 
to  the  promotion  of  liberty,  and  re- 
probated any  other  plan  which  aiubi- 
tion  might  form  and  cany  inio  txe 
cution.  So  far  from  jollifying  Franc* 
in  her  lawleh.  fyiteiu  of  ufurpat ion ,  ii 
diiected  her  to  the  cultivation  of  the, 
arts  of  peace,  offcience  and  philol 
phy,  to  improve  thofe  domeftic  re-' 
Sources  which  might  make  her  ade- 
quate to  def  end  thoie  principles  Which 
fhe  wifhed  to  eitabJiih,  and  to  0  eaie 
in  the  minds  of  her  citizens  the  know- 
ledge ot  virtue  rather  than  the  emo- 
tions of  ambition.  —  It  moreover  f  ig- 
gelled  as  the  firlt  bufinefs  in  the 
important  woik  they  had  undertaken 
to  form  a  fyllem  of  government  and 
of  laws,  which  might  have  the  n.olt 
proportionable  tendency  to  fix  the 
blefltngs  of  peace,  to  leitore  harmony 
and  to  render  the  nation  and  the  in- 
dividual fecure  in  their  dignity,  their 
independence  and  their  happinefs. 
An  alliduous  cultivation  Of  thefe  par- 
ticular would  have  been  infinitely 
more  ape  to  prolong  the  exiftence  of 
the  republican  principles  ihey  hail 
eftabli/hed,  by  increafing  the  virtue 
of  the  people,  rendering  them  more 
mild  and  more  enlightened,  than  by 
the  plans  w  hich  the  government  adop- 
ted ;  which  hive  laid  the  foundation 
for  a  train  of  national  calamities  infe- 
parable  from  the  fpirit  of  conquered 
nations  and  di (appointed  ambition, 
and  which  cannot  fail  to  molelt  the  il 
quietude  of  France  tor  a  confiderable  M 
length  ol  time.  But  the  fyllem  which  tt 
has  been  purfued  everfince  the  rev«-  H 
lulion  has  tended  toenflave  the  minds  )| 
of  that  body,  which  are  under  milita-  f 
ry  fervice,  and  to  preclude  the  relt  of 
the  people  wl^o  are  citizens,  from 
thofe  advantages  which  peace  and 
tranquility  bring.  With  this  kind  of 
policy  on  the  part  of  France,  nothing 
deciflve,  nothing  more  favorable  to 
the  rights  of  civil  liberty,  can  be  ex- 
pected. Thar  portion  of  virtue  which 
is  the  lile  of  a  republican  government 
can  never  be  cultivated  to  that  matu- 
rity, which  lhail  enfure  its  exiftence. 
Without  this  virtue,  in  vain  (hall  the 
French  nation  attempt  to  p  refer  ve  the 
principles  of  f  reedom,  or  to  bi  ing  to  a 
happy  accompliihment  what  they 
have  lought  to  gain  through  impro- 
per means.  She  may  for  fome  time, 
triumph  in  that  pi  ofperous  ltate  which 
power  may  have  rifen  her  to,  but  fo 
extremely  precarious  is  the  fate  of 
the  plan  of  government  which  fhe  has 
adopted,  that  nothing  but  the  virtue 
of  the  people  and  their  fervants  in 
public,  can  reltrain  the  evil  fortune 
which  will  otherwife  rake  place. — 
Like  the  child  which  comes  into  the 
world  crying,  pafl'cs  through  it  fmi- 
ling,  and  retires  from  i:  in  groans,  fo 
does  the  republican  form  of  govern- 
ment, originate  in  calamity,  progrefs 
on  for  fome  time,  through  all  the  Imi- 
ling  fcenes  of  profperity,  and  at  lalt, 
expire  in  anarchy  ami  con  vol  lion. 

Fr  om  the  obfervatiorss  I  have  made 
upon  the  principles  which  France  has 
purfued  to  increafe  the  dominion  of 
her  power,  it  is  evident  that  they  could 
not  have  been  the  objects  of  approba- 
tion by  the  thinking  part  of  Ameri- 
ca, w  iiatever  may  have  been  the  re- 
fult of  a  difpofition,  to  excufe  them 
upon  any  oilier  fcore.  It  is  fufliciently 
plain,  however,  that  in  thefe  various 
tranfactions,  we  are  enabled  to  trace 
out  the  01  igin  of  that  fpirit  of  party  in 
our  country,  which  has  grown  to  a 
degree  of  magnitude  too  formidable 
not  to  infpire  our  fears  as  to  the  dan- 
gers which  may  auend  its  influence, 


It  has  brought  into  exiHence  a  fct  of 
principles,  which  time  has  matuied 
into  f'yltem,  and  whole  continuance 
will  be  l"u j>portcd  by  pride,  obtlinacy 
and  ambition.  The  pei  ception  of  er- 
ror, in  the  plan,  which  in  molt  other 
call's  might  lead  to  reformation;  will 
*  here  lole  its  influence,  and  whilit  the 
pillars  of  our  fovereignty  and  inde- 
pendence are  tottering  beneath  its 
power,  we  may  net,  perhaps,  have  the 
cunfolat ion  to  fee  a  triumph  of  duty 
over  pride  and  prejudice.

At  that  time  this  gentleman  had  em- 
ployment under  the  Uritilh  govern- 
ment eicher  as  couiini liary  or  contrac; 
tor,  and  now  refides'in  or  near  Phila- 
delphia, and  his  connexions  are  of 
tlie  molt  refpec'table  mercantile  in- 
tereft.  The  vellel  was  hired  regular 
ly  for  two  years  at  lealt  by  the  tJ  1  i - 
tiffa  government  ;  — Ihe  has  alio  made 
one  or  two  trading  voyages  fince  flic 
became  Hritifh  property,  to  Philadel- 
phia, has  repeatedly  stinted  in  convoy- 
ing the  American  trade  to  and  from 
the  Mole  and  Jamaica,  and  once  or 
twice  to  Philadelphia. 

She  is  well  known  to  many  people 
in  this  town,  lbme  of  whom  failed  un- 
der her  protection  at  a  time  when  t\  - 
inerican  veflels  were  not  allowed  by 
their  own  government  to  defend  them- 
felves.  She  has  been  expected  at  Phi 
ladelphia  foine  time  ;  and  from  the 
Kinglton  papers  appears  to  have  been 
regularly  advertifed,  and  alio  cleared 
at  the  cultom  houfe  according  to  the 
effablilhcd  laws  of  that  illand.  ft 
therefore  is  furprifing  what  lias  indu- 
ce<l  the  commander  of  the  Constitution 
to  feize  this  fhip — her  motley  crew  is 
no  proof  of  her  failing  with  piratical 
intentions  ;  nothing  is  more  common 
for  veliels  arriving  from  Jamaica  than 
to  be  thus  fituated.  Veflels  of  war 
cruize  under  all  kinds  of  colours — nei- 
ther of  the  above  indicate  any  thing 
militating  againlt  the  la.v  of  nations, 
aor  is  her  re-capturin«;  the  Jamaica 
ihins  Favourite  and  bulhy  Park,  any 
thing  but  in  her  favor— What  conlli 
tutes  her  guilt  remains  then  to  be  tie 
termir.ed.  The  crew,  however,  ai  e 
faid  to  be  put  in  irons  —  the  vefTel  is 
detained,  that  is  the  fuin  of  theitory  , 
for  what  no  body  knows. 

Capt.  N's  intentions  may  have  been 
and  certainly  are  praife- w  orthy ,  but 
it  is  to  be  feared  on  inveftigaiion,  his 
vigilance  and  bravery,  in  capturin^ 
this  veflel,  may  have  placed  him  in  a 
dilemma  not  very  agreeable.

The  follow- 
ing few  obfervations,  and  the  fubjo'n- 
ing  affidavit  of  a  dilinterelled  and  re- 
jrpeclable  witnefs,  will  enable  the  pub- 
lic to  judge  whether  1  was  not  war- 
ranted by  every  principle  of  prudence 
with  refpec't  to  mylelf,  and  of  propri- 
ety towards  othei  s,  to  publifh  the  cau- 
tion, of  which  he  pretends  to  com- 
plain. 

That  E.  Gill  conveyed  to  me  his 
right  to  tiie  military  land  in  quellion 
the  deed  itfelf  will  cleat  ly  prove  ;  that 
it  was  in  trull  for  the  purpofes  therein 
fpetified  is  not  denied,  but  the  natuie 
of  the  bufincfi  •«  ill  fliew,  that  this  cir- 
cumltancc  did  not  authorize  the  inter- 
ference ot  Watkins.  Gill  him  ft  If  had 
not  a  completely  legal  title  to  the  land 

—  he  had  not  a  patent  for  it— it  had 
only  been  lurveyed,  but  the  furveys 
had  not  even  been  taken  out  of  the 
furveyor  general's  office.  — He  had 
himfeif  therefore,  but  an  imperfect  ti- 
tle— and — all  he  could  convey  to  me

I'tated  ?  I  did  not  know  Watkins's 
mo:ives  or  intentions.  If  he  obtained 
a  patent,  and  fold  the  land  to  an  inno-* 
cent  purchafer  unacquainted  with  my 
cl::im,  1  could  never  recover  it  in  law 
or  equity.  I  tlicrefote  apprized  the 
public  of  my  title,  merely  to  fecure 
mylelf  againll:  injury,  but  by  no 
m^ans  to  injure  the  reputation  of 
WsffkiM  or  of  any  other  perfon.  If 
he  had  candidly  and  openly  informed 
me  that  he  had  bought  Capt  Gill's  in- 
tertll  in  the  land,  fiibjeOt  tomycbiin, 
f  mould  have  been  perfectly  fatisficd,, 
but  as  I  wan  not  apprized  of  this,  I 
afk  every  man  of  candor  and  common 
fenfe,  whether  it  was  not  natural  and 
reafonabU  for  me  to  apprehend  that 
the  intrulionsof  Waikins  might  even- 
tually  deprive  me  of  the  means  fveft- 
ed  in  me  by  the  faid  deed)  of  doing 
mylelf  jnltice. 

He  fays  that  he  repeatedly  offered 
to  difctUfge  my  incumbrance  fgalrift 
t»  e  faid  land.  He  carefully  emits  to 
f?y,  when  he  made  thefe  ofiers  ;  I 
rr.oft  folemnly  declare  that  he  never 
matte  any  explicit  offers  to  difchar^t 
u.y  ciaim  till  fince  the  publication  of 
my  "C  aution"  to  the  public—  before 
that  he  r.nly  offered  in  vac;ue  and  indi- 
rect terms  to  buy  my  claim,  bu:  he 
carefully  c Oil c died  from  me,  that  he 


had  made  or  was  about  to  make  an  a- 
greemesit  with  Gill,  for  the  land,  or 
that  he  then  had  the  furveys  in  bis 
polJeliion.  1  deny  that  1  ever  re- 
quelled  him  to  ride  fiotn  Kichmond 
to  Feterlburg  for  papers  relathe  to 
the  land.  —  Alter  his  fsrft  applicu  ions, 
J  only  told  him,  thac  he  m-.jjit  call  a- 
gain,  it  he  chofe;  but  nodi  ng  was 
poIitiveK  dctei  mined  BftOJk 

My  letter  of  the  31H  of  Augull, 
which  he  calls  to  ids  aid,  will  clearly 
prove,  that  I  acted  wjth  candor  and 
propriety  towards  Capt.  Gill,  and  is, 
together  with  a  copy  0!  the  deed  from 
him  lo  me,  herewith  feut,  in  order  to 
be  depoli;ed  in  jour  office,  for  the  in- 
Ipec'itiwn  of  tbofe  who  may  wiiii  to  pe- 
rufe  them. 

,As  to  what  E.  Gill  has  thought  pro- 
per to  announce  to  the  public  on  this 
fubjeel,  I  w  ill  only  fay,  that  it  is  as  in 
coneci  in  point  ol  fact,  as  it  is  indeli- 
cate in  point  of  cxpieibon. 

William  Douclas. 

Having  been  for  fome  years  pafl 
employed  in  Mr.  W'm.  Douglas's  bu 
finefs,  I  am  well  acquainted  with  the 
tranfatfiion  between  him  and  capt  E- 
rafmus  Gill,  refpec'ting  the  nniiiary 
land  of  the  latter,  and  at  his  ttfutfl 
do  give  the  following  candid,  impar- 
tial and  true  llateinrnt  of  lacts,  rela-. 
ting  to  it,  according  to  the  belt  of  my 
knowledge  and  memory.  That  he 
the  fedd  Mr.  I),  at  all  times  proltlfed, 
and  1  am  convinced  his  only  object  in 
taking  the  deed  tor  that  land  w  as  to 
fecure  hiinlelf  as  therein  fpecificd, 
without  a  view  to  l'peculation  —  to  that 
purpofe  he  wrote  Capt.  G.  the  31ft  of 
Augul  lad,  but  to  which,  within  my 
knowledge,  he  had  no  reply,  nor 
heard  any  thing  concerning  it  until 
the  beginning  of  this  month.  1  hat 
fometime  in  Augull  or  September  lall, 
Mr.  Robert  Watkins  made  application 
or  fpoke  to  Mr.  I),  more  than  once  to 
undertake  the  agency  refpecllng  the 
iecoringof  and  completing  the  title  tit 
ihr  land  — the  exprtfi  words  ufed  at 
the  time,  I  do  not  recollect,  except 
(&  what  even  Mr.  XV.  acknowledged 
in  my  prefence,  again  the  12th  inTl.) 
"that  as  he  was  going  to  Kentucky, 
and  had  been  informed  of  Mr,  D  s. 
having  a  claim  to  fome  lands  in  the 
Wcliem  territory,  he  would,  if  Mr. 
Q.  ciid  choofe  it,  undeitakc  to  look 
aftCJT  and  do  the  necellary  cOaoeniing 
it,  Ciyinx  you  had  better  give  me  a 
good  price  to  do  your  bufinefs  ;  and 
on  Mr,  D's.  enquiring  what  he  ailed 
f  or  his  trouble,  he  replied,  his  pi  ice 
was  $0  dolls,  viz.  40  dolls,  to  be  paid 
him  then  in  hand,  in  ronfideration  of 
the  trouble  he  thoidd  be  at  for  encjui- 
ring  and  looking  after  the  land,  and 
10  dollars  at  his  return,  if  he  fhould 
bring  all  the  necellary  vouchers  or  pam- 
pers to  complete  the  title  thereto." 
I  alio  believe,  that  at  the  fame  time 
Mr.  D.  did  Ihew  Mr.  W.  Capt.  G's. 
deed  to  him  j  however,  am  fure  that 
he  fhewed  him  a  copy  of  the  entry 
made  on  Col.  Anderfon's,  the  furveyor 
general  of  that  country,  book3 concer- 
ning the  location  of  the  land,  and  foon 
after  this  convei  fation  Mr.  W.  w  rote 
him  on  the  fubjed. 

Since  Mr.  W's  return  from  the  wef- 
rem  country,  I  have  feen  Mr.  W.  dif- 
ferent times  at  Mr,  D's,  and  have 
heard  Mr.  D.  mention,  that  Mr.  W. 
had  called  on  him  indirectly  to  buy  up 
his  claim  againfl  Capt.  G's  land,  at 
which  he  feemed  pleafed.  About  the 
tit  irdt.  I  undeiftood  that  Mr.  W.  had 
bpaght,  the  Jand  from  Capt.  G.  at 
which  Mr.  D.  feemed  fnrprifed.  as  he 
had  not  the  iealt  information  from  ei. 
ther  of  the. parties  refpecfting  it.  Soon

D.  acquainted  witn  thefe  things,  thus 
be  haclautho.  it j  fufficient  fatisfacio- 
ry  lor  hidi,  that  the  deed  was  mere!  / 
a  trutt  and  the  equitable  right  to  the 
land  remained  w  ith  Cant.  G.  and  iliac 
he  had  agi  ted  with  Capt.  G.  to  pay  oft* 
ihe  cjalm,  «  bi<  h  Mr.  D.  had,  wi.ieli  he 
was  acquainted  w  ith  before  he  w  enc 
to  the  weilei  n  country  ;  he  further 
laid,  .that  he  had  called  more  than 
once  On  Mr.  D.  to  take  up  ins  claim  a- 
gainff  Capt,  G.  but  hot-to  buy  it  up. 
Mr.  XV .  then  made  propofals  of  pay* 
mcnt  a:  (bine  piriod  to  Mr.  D.  of  his 
claims  againll  t  apt.  G.  on  bis  convey- 
iogtohlmhis  right  to  the  land,  011 
which  Mr.  I),  laid  be  could  not  or 
would  not  do  any  thing  without  Capt.
